Your  Worship,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1962, 

The  year  was  a quiet  one,  four  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  being 
notified,  A Smallpox  scare  affected  the  Midlands  early  in  the  Year  but 
no  cases  appeared  in  Droitwich.  Over  1,000  Vaccinations  were  carried 
out  compared  with  124  in  I96I  and  I do  hope  that  these  numbers  will  be 
maintained.  Particularly,  would  I ask  that  mothers  ensure  that  all 
their  children  have  been  adequately  protected  and  the  correct  age  for 
a new  baby  to  be  vaccinated  is  now  just  after  the  first  birthday. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  town  in  July,  Numbers 
attending  the  Unit  were  disappointing  but  two  cases  of  active  Pulmonary 
Tubercolosis  were  detected. 

A temporary  Sewerage  and  Sewage  disposal  scheme  was  completed  during 
the  year.  This  will  tide  things  over  until  the  new  Sewage  Works  down  the 
Salwarpe  Valley  at  Ladywood  is  completed.  A public  enquiry  on  this  scheme 
has  been  reported  on  as  favourable,  and  now  that  the  principle  of 
accepting  Overspill  population  from  Birmingham  has  been  agreed  upon, 
some  progress  should  be  made. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  the  preparations  for  Overspill  have  placed 
a heavy  burden  upon  the  Surveyor  and  his  staff.  This  has  resulted  in 
less  and  less  time  being  devoted  to  his  Public  Health  duties  as  laid  down 
in  the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935*  These  are  a 
statutory  requirement  which  an  unqualified  man  cannot  perform  and  I have 
recommended  that  the  appointment  of  an  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  is  essential,  I do  hope  the  Council  will  give  due 
consideration  to  the  fact  that  I am  a part-time  officer  with  three  other 
Appointments  and  difficulties  could  arise  in  an  emergency  due  to  lack  of 
staff.

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SECTION  "B"  - GENEML  PROVISION  OF 
HE/.LTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA 

1.  The  following  services  are  provided  hy  the  County  Councils 

(a)  Ambulance  Service 


The  main  Ambulance  Station  is  situated  at  Worcester  where  a fleet  of 
modern  ambulances  is  manned  day  and  night.  The  service  is  now  under 
Radio  Control  which  helps  considerably  in  dealing  with  emergency  calls, 

A special  ambulance  for  rheumatic  cases  is  situated  in  Droitwich. 

This  vehicle  is  equipped  with  special  devices  for  the  aid  of  crippled 
patients . 

The  hospital  car  service,  manned  by  volunteers,  is  used  to  supplement 
the  Ambulance  Service. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases  are  conveyed  in  special 
ambulances  which  are  stationed  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

(b)  Home  Help  Service 


This  service  is  administered  by  the  Women's  Voluntary  Services  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council,  The  service  provides  domestic  help  for  the 
aged  in  cases  of  illness,  and  for  maternity  cases  during  confinement. 

There  are  now  1 full-time  and  23  part-time  Home  Helps  on  the  Register, 

Pa.yment  for  this  service  is  made  according  to  means. 

During  the  year  the  following  cases  were  assisted  through  this  services

Maternity  40  (30) 

Tubercolosis  1 (2) 

(figures  in  brackets  ore  for  the  previous  year). 

(c)  Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting  Service 

TWo  District  Nurse  Midwives  are  stationed  in  the  Borough.  They  attend 
booked  domiciliary  midwifery  cases  and  assist  the  General  Practitioners  with 
general  nursing  problems  and  injections  in  the  home.  There  are  also  two 
part-time  Health  Visitors  for  the  Borough  whose  main  duties  are  the  care  of 
young  children  from  0-5  years,  but  they  are  also  responsible  for  the  health 
and  welfare  of  the  whole  family.  They  attend  the  Infant  V/elfare  and  Ante-Natal 
Clinics  and  are  in  close  contact  with  the  Voluntary  Services.  A specialist 
Health  Visitor  is  employed  for  visiting  cases  of  Tubercolosis,  and  she 
operates  from  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Worcester,  where  she  is  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Chest  Physician  in  charge. 

(d)  Care  of  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

The  County  Council’s  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  is  held  every  Tuesday 
afternoon  in  the  Baptist  Church  Hall,  Droitwich, 

During  the  year,  2,497  attendances  were  made  at  this  Clinic  compared 
with  2,615  the  previous  year. 

The  County  Council's  Ante-Natal  clinic  is  now  closed,  but  Parentcraft 
and  Relaxation  classes  are  held  on  alternate  Thursdays  for  the  benefit  of 
mothers  attending  their  General  Practitioner.  A physiotherapist,  Midwives 
and  Health  Visitors  are  in  attendance. 
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( e )  Vaccination  and  Immunisation 


Vaccination  and  immunioation  can  be  carried  out  free  of  charge  by  the 
patient's  own  doctor,  or  at  the  County  Council's  clinic.

(iv)  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

This  scheme  is  administered  directly  by  the  Coimty  Council 
and  details  are  available  in  the  County  lledical  Officer's  Annual 
Report.  Sabin  Vaccine  is  now  being  used,  and  is  administered  orally 
on  a lump  of  sugar  or  syrup.  This  is  a routine  procedure  for  babies 
of  6-9  months  old,  with  a reinforcing  dose  at  5 years.  Adults  are 
also  strongly  advised  to  complete  a primary  course  of  vaccination. 

(f )  Welfare  Services 


The  V/elfare  Services  are  administered  by  the  V/elfare  Section  of  the 
Health  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Welfare  Officer.  The 
following  facilities  are  available  s- 

(1)  Residential  accommodation  for  the  elderly  who  are  unable  to  look 
after  themselves  in  their  own  homes. 

(2)  Temporary  accommodation  for  persons  in  urgent  need. 

(3)  Special  services  for  blind  persons. 

(4)  Special  services  for  deaf  and  dimib  persons. 

(5)  Special  assistance  for  other  handicapped  persons. 

(g)  Mental  Health  Service 


The  Mental  Health  Department  has  been  expanded  to  deal  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959*  The  Act  abolishes  the  term 
Mental  Deficiency  and  introduces  the  term  Mental  Disorder  which  includes 
severe  subnormality,  subnormality,  mental  illness  and  psychopathic  disorder. 
Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  appointed  who  act  in  conjunction  with 
approved  Medical  Officers  and  the  Hospital  Services.  Statutory  duties  of 
the  County  Council  include  s- 

(1)  The  provision  of  residential  accommodation. 

contd. 
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(2)  The  provision  of  Centres  or  other  facilities  for  training 
or  occupation. 

(3)  The  exercise  of  functions  relating  to  persons  placed  under 
guardianship. 

(^)  The  provision  of  any  ancillary  or  supplementary  services 
for  persons  suffering  from  mental  disorder, 

(h)  School  Health  Service 


The  County  Council  provides  a comprehensive  School  Health  Service. 
School  Medical  Officers  visit  all  Primary  and  Secondary  schools  in  the 
Borough  at  regular  intervals.  Every  school  child  receives  three  medical 
examinations  during  his  or  her  school  life,  hut  children  in  whom 
abnormalities  are  detected  are  seen  more  frequently.  Visual  aoUity  and 
colour  tests  are  given  at  7-8  years  old.  An  innovation  is  the  routine 
testing  of  hearing  with  an  Audiometer,  in  order  to  select  children  who 
are  partially  deaf  for  special  investigation, 

2,  Hospitals 


The  following  services  are  provided  hy  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 

Board  s- 

(i)  The  district  is  served  hy  general  hospitals  in  Worcester  and 
Bromsgrove, 

(ii)  Cases  of  Infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  Newtown  Isolation 
Hospital,  Worcester,  This  hospital  also  accommodates  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuhercolosis . 

(iii)  Maternity  cases  which  cannot  he  confined  at  home  are  admitted  to 
Maternity  Homes  at  Stourport,  Bromsgrove  or  Ronkswood, 

(iv)  The  Town  is  well  recognised  as  one  of  the  leading  centres  for  the 
treatment  of  Rheumatic  diseases,  and  there  is  a flourishing  Out-Patient 
Department  situated  at  the  Brine  Baths,  There  are  also  two  special 
hospitals  reserved  exclusively  for  treating  the  more  severe  cases  of 
the  disease,  and  both  operate  on  a National  basis,  accepting  cases 
from  all  over  the  country.  Highfield  Hospital  has  60  beds  and  St, 
John's  Hospital  64  beds.  The  average  length  of  stay  for  a course  of 
Hydrotherapy  is  three  weeks  but  other  modern  methods  of  treatment 

are  now  being  used  and  may  necessitate  the  patient  staying  in  much 
longer.  A gadgets  kitchen  has  also  been  set  up  at  HighfieLd  Hospital 
with  a view  to  teaching  the  female  patients  in  particular  to  over- 
come their  physical  disabilities  in  the  home.  Many  other  gadgets  have 
been  invented  which  enable  patients  to  perform  simple  actions,  which 
due  to  limitation  of  joint  movement,  would  otherwise  have  to  be  done 
for  them. 

(v)  Psychiatric  Hospitals  for  mental  disorders  are  available  at  Powick, 
V/orcester  and  Barnsley  Hall,  Bromsgrove, 

(vi)  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Worcester  Royal  Infirmary  is 
available  to  both  General  Practitioners  and  Local  Authority  Medical 
Officers  for  the  examination  of  clinical  and  bacteriological 
specimens.  Chemical  Analysis  of  Lhter,  Sewage,  Food,  Drugs,  etc, 
are  however  carried  out  by  the  County  Analyst,

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SECTIOI^  "C"  - CIRCTOISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1.  Water  Supply 

The  East  Worcestershire  (Droitwich  Borough)  Water  Order  I96O  was 
responsible  for  the  transfer  of  the  Borough  Council’s  water  imdertaking 
to  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company « 

Certain  changes  hove  taken  place  since  that  date,  among  which  has 
been  the  construction  of  a 100  ft.  Water  Tower  on  Yew  Tree  Hill,  Droitwich. 
This  has  a capacity  of  150,000  gallons  being  filled  direct  from  the 
adjacent  reservoir  by  electrically  driven  submersible  pumps  controlled 
by  automatic  float  units.  The  tower  which  has  an  Ordnance  Datum  of 
351  ft.  above  sea  level  was  primarily  designed  to  supply  the  southern 
parishes  of  the  Rural  District,  but  has  also  assisted  considerably  in 
improving  supplies  to  the  town.  Difficulties  have  nevertheless  been 
encountered  owing  to  poor  pressiire  along  Old  Coach  Rood  due  to  an  old 
length  of  main,  and  the  Company  have  now  agreed  to  lay  a new  main  to  this 
area  in  conjunction  with  the  development  of  tho  St. Andrew's  House  Estate. 

The  water  supplied  by  the  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company  is 
drawn  from  four  boreholes  close  to  the  Lickey  Hills  and  is  usually  mixed 
before  reaching  the  town.  The  water  is  not  chlorinated  except  in 
emergencies  and  bacteriological  reports  are  shown  below,  together  with  one 
chemical  sample.

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2.  Sewerage  and  Sewa^Re  Disposal 

Good  progress  was  made  with  the  temporary  sewerage  scheme  during  the  year, 
the  following  work  "being  carried  out:- 


(a)  Provision  of  an  additional  sedimentation  tank. 


Stalls  Farm  sewer. 


These  measures  were  only  taken  as  a temporary  expedient  to  relieve  the 
surcharged  condition  of  the  sewers  in  the  tovm  centre  and  to  provide  "better 
treatment  at  the  sewage  disposal  works. 

Now  that  the  principle  of  accepting  overspill  population  from  Birmingham 
has  "been  agreed,  it  is  important  that  permanent  provision  "be  made  for  a 
Sewage  Disposal  works  to  cater  for  on  ultimate  population  of  30,000 o A 
suita'ble  site  has  "been  chosen  at  Lodywood  and  a Pu'blic  Enquiry  was  held  on 
13th  Pe'bruary  I963  to  determine  whether  the  land  required  could  "be 
purchased  from  the  owners  who  were  willing  to  sell.  Although  there  were 
certain  agricultural  o'bjections,  0 favoura'ble  outcome  is  anticipated. 

3»  Droitwich  Sea  Bathing  Lido 

The  season  was  a wet  one  and  attendances  were  therefore  not  very  satisfact- 
ory, At  the  "beginning  of  the  season,  an  unfortunate  mistake  was  mode  with 
the  delivery  of  chemicals  to  the  pool  and  a quantity  of  Sodium  "bi-chronate 
was  added  instead  of  Sodium  "bicar"bonote.  Fortunately,  only  two  children  were 
in  the  "bath  at  the  time  and  no  harm  resulted.  The  bath  had  to  be  closed  for 
four  days  however  and  on  Insurance  claim  was  submitted.  Apart  from  this 
incident  chemical  and  bacteriological  samples  were  found  to  be  eatiafactory. 

4-.  Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  is  still  carried  out  on  land  adjacent  to  the  King 
George  V Playing  Fields.  An  additional  layer  of  refuse  is  now  being  added 
to  the  tip  and  consideration  should  again  be  given  to  the  provision  of  an 
alternative  site  in  the  near  future.  This  is  most  important  due  to  the 
fact  that  Overspill  development  will  take  place  primarily  on  this  side  of 
the  town. 

5 , Mortuary 

Droitwich  Mortuary  is  now  closed,  provision  having  been  mode  for  the 
reception  of  Droitwich  cases  at  Hartley  mortuary,  which  is  some  fifteen 
miles  distant.  This  is  by  no  means  a satisfactory  arrangement  and  it  has 
been  agreed  in  principle  that  provision  should  be  included  for  a new 
mortuary  in  the  Town  Plan  at  present  being  prepared  by  the  County  Planning 
Officer,

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  more  I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  which  is  the  eighteenth  since 
I commenced  my  duties  with  your  Council. 

A matter  of  particular  interest  is  the  commencement  of  the  short  term 
sewage  disposal  scheme  from  which  it  is  hoped  to  prevent  the  effluent  from 
deteriorating  and  allow  the  further  erection  of  houses  in  the  town. 

Town  expansion  is  still  the  major  subject  before  the  Borough  Council  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year,  it  seemed  likely  that  a decision  would  be  reached 
in  the  foreseeable  future.  In  the  meantime > the  amount  of  planning  work 
required  of  the  Department  is  continually  increasing,  much  of  my  time  is  spent 
upon  this  important  duty  and  one  officer  in  the  Department  is  similarly  engaged 
almost  fulltime.

The  twenty  fla.ts  comnenced  in  I96I  were  tenanted  in  I962  and  by  careful 
use  of  these  dwellings  it  was  possible  to  transfer  the  tenants  fron  houses 
in  which  younger  families  were  rehoused.  As  a result  of  the  twenty  flats, 
twenty  persons  were  transferred  and  families  better  fitted  to  accommodation 
more  suitoble.  It  seems  fairly  certain  that  tenants  of  Council  houses  are 
becoming  more  used  to  the  idea  of  moving  to  smaller  accommodation,  and  in 
fact  there  appears  to  be  a demand  building  up  particularly  for  bungalows. 

The  Hanbury  Road  estate  was  being  planned  and  it  is  hoped  that  building 
should  start  in  19^3 . Private  house  building  again  became  active,  St .Andrew's 
House  Estate  being  in  progress  and  further  development  at  the  New  Witton 
Estate  by  Messrs. Bryant  Homes  Ltd. 

Plans  were  approved  for  the  conversion  of  the  upper  floors  of  the  Norbury 
Hotel  into  thirty-nine  flats  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  these  were  well  in  hand.

In  particular,  the  area  known  as  Covercroft  was  made  the  subject  of 
Demolition  Orders  in  respect  of  six  houses.  This  will  allow  the  area  to  be 
cleared  and  give  access  should  it  ever  be  needed  from  Covercroft  to  Union  Lane. 
A large  property  contiguous  to  this  area  and  fronting  on  to  Union  Lone  known 
as  Abbeycroft,  which  is  in  fact  a house  let  in  lodgings,  was  the  subject  of 
negotiations  to  purchase  by  the  Borough  Council. 

Improvement  Grants 


A major  scheme  within  the  town  was  for  the  modernisation  of  thirty-two 
1919  Council  houses.  This  scheme  required  a great  deal  of  detailed  attention 
by  both  the  Borough  Council  and  the  department,  and  after  long  and  protracted 
efforts,  four  tenants  were  persuaded  to  move  from  a block  of  houses  in  Holloway 
Road  to  smaller  accommodation,  and  these  four  houses  were  held  as  a dormitory 
block  wherin  tenants  from  the  houses  to  be  improved  could  live  whilst  their  o\m 
houses  were  being  reconditioned.  The  modernisation  consisted  of  the  provision 
of  a bathroom  in  the  form  of  a small  addition  at  the  rear,  removal  of  various 
partition  walls  in  the  kitchen  to  give  a large  kitchen  with  the  installativ.'n  of 
a Rayburn  cooker  and  hot  water  system.  On  completion,  the  tenants  were  well 
pleased  with  the  improvement  effected.  These  were  the  subject  of  an  Improvement 
Grant  to  the  Borough  Council  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.

Council  House  Management 

1962  was  a year  of  material  progress  with  three  major  problems  receiving 
attention.  Twenty  one-bedroom  flats  were  com.pleted  on  the  site  of  the  old  Stall 
Farm  in  Ombersley  Road  and  Stalls  Farm  Estate,  a scheme  for  the  major 
improvement  of  thirty-two  older  Council  houses  was  well  under  way  and  the 
planning  of  the  new  Hanbury  Road  Estate  for  fifty-six  houses  and  tv/enty-five 
bungalows  was  continued. 
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The  letting  of  the  twenty  flats  dealt  with  a variety  of  situations, 
they  were  in  the  main  let  to  older  persons  under -occupying  existing  Council 
houses  and  slum  clearance  properties  and  were  instrumental  in  a start  being 
made  with  the  improvement  scheme  for  thirty-two  houses  in  Holloway  Road, 

Pridzor  Road  and  Vines  Lane.  The  tenants  of  the  houses  known  as  Union  Terrace 
and  Covercroft,  an  area  subject  to  slum  clearance  action,  wore  rehoused  with 
one  exception  during  1962  and  the  Council  purchased  these  properties  for 
redevelopment. 

A scheEie  for  the  improvement  of  thirty-two  Coxmcil  houses  in  Holloway 
Road,  Vines  Lane  and  Pridzor  Road  made  good  progress,  tv/elve  having  been 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year.  This  scheme  required  careful  handling  and 
much  negotiation  with  the  tenants  concerned  but  the  improvement  had  been 
the  subject  of  much  favourable  comment  from  tenants.  There  is  little  doubt 
that  improvements  which  provide  modern  facilities  even  at  an  increased  rental 
are  well  received  and  it  is  planned  to  make  progress  with  other  Council  houses. 

The  number  of  persons  on  the  Housing  Register  indicated  that  fiirther 
housing  accommodation  was  needed  and  a good  deal  of  time  was  devoted  to  the 
planning  of  the  Hanbury  Road  Estate  which  will  provide  both  houses  and 
bungalows.  Twenty-four  families  were  rehoused  during  the  year,  nineteen  of 
whom  were  registered  applicants  and  five  were  tenants  of  property  subject  to 
action  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

Transfers  of  sitting  tenants  numbered  twenty-three  and  this  is  a process 
encouraged  to  make  the  best  use  of  available  housing  accommodation. 

During  the  year,  in  consultation  with  the  County  Council,  a Warden  Scheme 
was  provided  to  twelve  bimgalows  and  seven  flats  at  the  Stalls  Farm  Estate 
with  a warning  bell  in  each  dwelling  connected  to  the  Warden's  flat,  the 
Warden  overlooking  the  welfare  of  the  tenants.  This  scheme  has  worked  very 
well  and  it  is  planned  to  repeat  it  on  the  new  Hanbury  Road  Estate.  A further 
amenity  for  old  people  was  provided  by  the  fixing  of  a flashing  warning  light 
in  twelve  bimgalows  and  flats  where  aged  and  infirm  persons  may  require 
assistance.  Both  the  Warden  Scheme  and  the  Flashing  Light  Scheme  gives 
confidence  to  the  tenant. 

Your  Coxmcil  own  738  dwellings  covering  a wide  range  of  accommodation 
and  with  the  completion  of  the  Hanbxxry  Road  Estate,  it  is  hoped  to  make  much 
better  use  of  each  particular  type. 

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection

when  the  new  abattoir  at  Bromsgrove  is  completed.

Scavenging  and  Puhlio  Cleansing 

House  refuse  continues  to  he  collected  from  each  dwelling  weekly  and 
from  the  larger  hotels  thrice  weekly.  Disposal  is  hy  controlled  tipping,  a 
further  layer  of  refuse  being  laid  on  top  of  the  old  tip. 

Tentative  proposals  concerning  the  joint  provision  of  a destructor  unit 
with  other  authorities  has  not  so  far  produced  any  result. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  continues  to  increase  with  the  development 
of  the  Borough,  and  a second  lorry  with  removable  canopy  is  being  partially 
used  each  week.  Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  partially  by  street  orderly 
truck  and  partially  by  individual  trucks.  It  is  proposed  to  recommend  the 
Council  to  introduce  a second  electric  truck  with  gang  during  1963?  as  some  of 
the  outlying  parts  of  the  Borough  are  being  scavenged  irregularly.

Highways 

A start  was  made  upon  the  improvement  of  Union  Lane.  This  had  been  needed 
for  many  years,  and  with  the  building  up  of  the  land  by  industry  on  both  sides, 
conditions  became  quite  chaotic.  The  scheme,  a very  difficult  and  complicated 
one,  owing  to  the  traffic  and  the  abundance  of  services  in  the  existing  lane, 
many  of  which  were  laid  at  very  shallow  depths,  gave  many  problems,  but  these 
were  well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  on  completion,  much  benefit  should 
result . 

V7ith  the  opening  up  of  St, Andrew's  Estate,  it  was  very  apparent  that  a 
road  was  needed  between  Victoria  Square  and  St.Andrew's  Estate  and  this  scheme 
was  prepared  and  will  go  out  to  tender  early  in  1963 » 

Footpaths  in  Lyttelton  Road  and  Corbett  Avenue  v/ere  reconstructed  and 
a very  irregular  section  of  carriageway  in  Oakland  Avenue  burnt  off,  patched 
and  re-surfaced. 
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SewajP'e  Works 


The  contract  was  well  in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year  for  additions 
to  the  Sewage  V/orks,  primarily  consisting  of  a sedimentation  tank  to  be 
used  as  a balancing  tank  during  the  day  to  contain  surplus  sewage  which 
could  be  recirculated  during  the  night. 

In  order  to  relieve  the  trunk  sewers  in  Winnetts  Lone  and  Friar  Street 
the  Stalls  Farm  area  was  cut  off  and  a new  sewer  laid  down  Ombersley  Road 
discharging  to  a small  punping  station  at  t/lieelers  Bridge.  From  this  point 
pui.ips  lift  the  sewage  along  .the  line  of  the  canal  to  the  Sewage  V/orks.  A 
new  sludge  lagoon  was  being  constructed  and  these  improvements,  whilst  not 
producing  a good  effluent  will  at  least  help  the  present  v/orks  to  deal  with 
the  seviage  received. 

Floodings: 

No  further  flooding  occurred  during  the  year  in  High  Street. 

Planning 

The  question  of  town  expansion  was  still  a major  problem  in  the 
forefront  of  the  Council's  thoughts.  A great  deal  of  work  and  thought  was 
being  given  to  the  preparation  of  a town  map  to  include  areas  of  the  town 
for  expansion.  It  seems  possible  that  19^3  nay  see  some  decisions  in  this 
respect. 

Parks  and  Open  Spaces 

These  have  been  maintained  during  the  past  year  but  each  year  as  your 
Committee  will  be  aware,  additional  open  spaces  are  being  added  and,  other 
than  casual  labour  in  the  Suirnner,  no  additional  men  are  being  provided  to 
maintain  then  resulting,  particularly  during  the  month  of  June  when  grass 
is  growing  quickly  in  areas  of  grass  not  being  cut  as  regularly  as  they 
should  be,  with  an  untidy  appearance.  I shall  have  to  ask  the  Council  to 
consider  additional  labour  at  the  time  of  the  next  estimates. 

Droitwich  Park  and  Lido 


The  Park  and  Lido  were  maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
attention  at  the  Lido  was  given  to  redecorating  the  Cafe.  The  season  was 
not  a good  one  owing  to  the  adverse  weather  conditions  but  no  particular 
difficulties  were  encountered.  It  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  plan  at 
the  Lido  is  getting  older  and  thought  should  be  given  to  its  gradual 
replacement  and  improvement.
